DURING A MILITARY PROCES-
810N IN STREETS OF MEXICO

The Man Springs From the Sidewslk avd
Strikes nt the President from Behind.
Knocked Down by a Staff Officer and
Taken to Prison—No Weapon Found on

‘ Him But Belleved to Have Had a Dagger.
The Populace Anxious to Lynch Him

City of Mexlea, September 16.—Ignacio
Anulfo, a violent character, assaulted
Pregident Diaz todayv during the mlilitary
procession. The man was fgllad by a

ecompanion of the president and imme-
diately taken into custady by the au-
thorities,

The central thoroughfares of this eily,
extending from the great plaza to Ala-
meda or the publie park, and known by
wvarious names, was thranged by thou-
sands of people this morning, assembled
to see the military procession usual on
independence day pass by. The scene was
immensely pieturesque, the historic ave-
nue, called by George Augustus Sala one
of the famous sireets of the world, being

pandemonium. All eyes are turned to-
ward the low strong doors under the
band stand, which are thrown open,
and from a darkened pen the bull
bounds into the ring. As he passes
under the rail a steel barb, with rib-
bons attached, showing the breeder's
colors, is fastened in his shoulder. He
gallops to the middle of the ring, stops,
and looks about with fear and aston-
ishment. He is a grand-looking beast.
Surprise and fear give way to rage,
he paws the earth and snorts in his
frenzy, and discovering the red cloak
of the capeador, starts toward him on
the run. The man goes over the fence,
but not too quickly, for he has hardly
disappeared before the bull's horns
are thurst through the boards. The
animal turns and spies a horse whose
day has come; the picador, with his
lance, is totally unable to keep the
bull from goring, and it is killed on the
spot. The horses are not valuable
ones. Old veterans, retired from ser-
vice, feasted and fatted to friskness for
this occasion are blindfolded and rid-
den into certain death. Another man
is chased out of the ring and another
horse severely wounded; a signal from
the president and a bugle call directs
the horses to be removed.

Suddenly near the Alameda there was a
disturbance In the crowd on the gidewalk,
and a well built muscular man with flow-
ing black hair and mustache, forced his
wiay past the gendarmes and jumped be-
tween the president and General Pradillo
and the chief of staff, Monasterio and
dealt a blow at the back of the presi-
dent's neck. The ®ialence of the blow was
diminished by the fact that he was
crowded between the presidenf and offi-
cers immediately following him.

The president turned around and caught
sight of his assailant and resumed his
march with admirable coolness,

Meantime Chief of Staff Monastero hit
2he man with a cane, who turning, selzed
it, and broke it. General Pradillo then
hit him a blow on the neck, felllng him.

The gendarmes rushed up and some
mounted officers and paolice seized and
pinioned him. He was taken through a
side stand and led away, the people
shouting:

Mexic®o is a strange land. Lying at
the very borders of the United States,
it might be separated by a thousand
years and an unpassable gulf, so for-
gign are its people and its characteris-
tics.

It was recently my good fortune to
wisit this land of silver aud of opals,
of primitive people, of tropical luxuri-
ance. One thing it has which is truly
American. Huospitalit abounds. A
more cordial peuple could not be found
anywhere. In the capital of Mexico,
where there is the highest civilization
and the most cultured people, the wel-
come given to the physicians who com-
posed the membership of the second
Pan-American medical congress could
uot have been surpassed. -

We were given a tremendous recep-
tion at the capital,.and our first Sun-
day was passed visiting the cathedrals,
the Alameda, the plazas and gardens
in the forenoon, and in the afternoon
at the Plaza de Toros, witnessing a
bull fight.

The Plaza de Toros is very much like
the cyclorama buildings of America,
anly much larger; inside is a monster
amphithéatre, seating thousands of
people. Encircling the arena is a high
fence or barrier, with a footrail about
esighteen inches from the ground, on
the inside, on which the performers
step and leap over the fence when too
closely pursued by the bull, landing in
it open space between the audience
aud the ring.

The audienceis
always large, sometimes numbering
15,000 or 20,000. all eager for the fray,
Gav colors are everywhere, bands are
playing the livest airs, and all is ex-
citement. he feeling of an American
ander the circumstances is amazement
and anxioug spectation. There is a
grand flourish of trumpets, a gayly
gaparisoned horseman dashes in, gal-
lops to the president’s box, and a key
is thrown to him.

SUICINE IN FLORENCE

A Young Flagman Shoots Himself to Death
in a Horrible Mannrr—A Love Affair Sup
posed to be the Cause

Forence, September 15.—Mr. William
A. Quirk, a young Coast Line flagman,
killed himself today.

Mr. Quirk had been for several years
in the employment of the Atlantic
Coast Line company in the capacity of
flagman on the through passenger run
between Charleston and Rock Mount,
N. C. For a while he ran as conductor,

but of late has been flagging. Mr.
Quirk’'s home was in this ecity, and for
the purpose of visiting relatives he had
gotten lecave of absence for a short
while. He came here this week and
put up at the Central Hotel.

About 2:30 p. m., the sharp report of
a pistol on the third floor of the hotel
startled the guests and a rush was
made for the room in which the report
was heard. A horrible sight met their
gaze, for Mr. Quirk was found lying in
a pool of blood, with a ghastly wound
in the left temple and another in the
left breast, from which his life blood
was gushing.

Dr. L. Y. King and other physicians
were hastily summoned and upon ex-
amination it was found that one ball
from =a 38-calibre pistol had entered
the left temple, erushed through the
brain, coming out on the right side of
his head, and lodged in the wall. From
this wound the brains were oozing.
The other ball entered just below the
left nipple ang passed in just under the
heart, lodging in the body.

Several questions were asked of him,
why he fired the fatal shots, but his
ansv;ers were at random. The frag-
menis of a note which he had written
were picked up from the floor of the
room. Putting the pieces together,
it was found that the note was ad-
dressed to his sister and read as fol-
lows:

“When you get this I will be gone
for good. Do not think hard of me.
Take care of Carrie. It was all for
the best.

“P. S.—Do not wear any mourning.

“Your brother, Willie.”

It is thought that the tragedy was
brought about from some love affair,
as the young lady spoken of in the note
to his sister is said to be a young lady
in Charleston to whom he was devoted.

Mr. Quirk was a clever young man,
about 25 years old, and had many
friends from one end of the Coast Line
to the other.
